Governor says claims for unemployment will be backdated

CARSON CITY — Neva- 
da’s unemployment system 
has staggered under the 
weight of 300,000 claims 
filed in the past 30 days, Gov. 
Steve Sisolak said Tuesday, 
but the state will issue extra 


$600 weekly benefits to laid- 
off workers starting for some 
as soon as Wednesday. 
While briefing reporters 
at the Capitol, the gov- 
ernor focused mostly on 
the state’s response to the 
COVID-19-related surge in 
unemployment that now 
affects nearly one in 10 
Nevadans. The state pro- 


cessed 79,000 claims in the 
week ending April 4, more 
than nine times as many as 
during the worst week of the 
Great Recession. For all of 
2009, Sisolak said, the state 
processed 329,000 claims. 
“We're already approach- 
ing that number for 2020, 
and it is only April 14,” Siso- 
lak said. “The system was 


never set up to handle this 
volume of calls and claims.” 

He said moves to upgrade 
the system or increase staff- 
ing in the aftermath of the 
Great Recession, when the 
state’s economy had begun 
to rebound, were not taken 
up by lawmakers.

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State shuts down rapid testing efforts

The Nevada Department of 
Health and Human Services 
on Tuesday halted two Las 
Vegas operations providing 
rapid tests for COVID-19 
antibodies as well as the virus 
itself.
